The Kansas [fouse of Representatives has just 
passed the bill known as the Murray ‘Prohibition 
Bill, Among other features of this law, according to 
tho repart of the Kansas City Times, are the fol- 
lowing: f 

The Murray bill provides that before n druggist shall receive per- 
mit to sell liquor at the hands of tho probate judge ho mush firat 
eocuro a petition for ihe same signed by twelve freeholders, the 
potition to be pablivhed in n newspaper of general circulation for 
atloast two weeks. ‘Lhe object of this provision ia to, it possible, 
terrorizo both the petitioners and the probate judge, For each 
permit the probate Judge is to receive a feo of $5, The billalso 
changes themauuer of the sale of liquor by pharmacists, Instead 
of the common blank statement, which the applicant for liquor is 
now compelled to sign throughout Kaneas, the druggist is to be 
furnished with blank nMdavita by the county clerk in book form, 
and numbered consecutively, These affidavits as furnistod to 
druggists, are'to be recorded by the clerk and such record is fur- 
nished iu duplicate to the probate judges. When the druggist 
mankes hia returns to the probate judge he is compelled to answer 
for every affidavit which he received from the county clerk, The 
probate judge's fee for this work is based on the population of his 
connty, but in case it isto go beyond $5,000 per year the bill ane 
thorizos pharmacists to naminister oaths to the party applying for 
liquor, Thue it will be reen a now onth-making power is created 
in tho sinto, Itis an unhenrdof thing to authorize an interested 


party to administer oatha, yot tnis bill would confer upon pharma 
cists nuthorized to dispense intoxicating liquor by a partisan board 
power to adininister oaths in casos where they wore intersted. 
This throws down a bulwark pr tecting the adininistration of a 
ante onth, and opens the door for suborpation and perjury to 
stalk in, 


Physicians toll us that if certain epidemic disorders 
are not checked in the first stages thoy must “run 
their course.” ‘Thatthey aro selftimiting, aud their 
virulence will cease of their own accord in time. The 
“statute-morality” epidemio in Kansas, has passed 
through several stages, but the crisis, or turning point 
for the better, seems not yet to have been reached, 
When this point shall have been passed and convales- 
cence begun, people will stand aghast, and wonder how 
it was possible that men and women, in tho last 
quarter of the 10th centmy, could bo guilty of such 
criminal folly as the Kansas Prohibitionists are now 
committing.

Itall the members of the Liberal 
Leaguo wero as brave and bonevolent 
teward Lyciren and its persecuted band 
as that faithful worker, Mrs. H, S. Lake, 
itis not likely that innocent reformers 
would stand long behind prison bars, 
Her letter in issue Jan. lith, is written 
in acommondable spirit; yet, agreeing 
thatit contains much truth wo may be 
pormitted to criticize some of her posi- 
tions which we deem untenable, 

With her, we uphold tho honesty and 
public declaration of conjugal relation- 
shipe, as well as the sacredness of their 
responsibilities; but, that there nro wor- 
tby people who hold these relations in 
secret we cannot dare to question. Itis 
certnin)y a most fearful accusation to 
make ngainst the male sex, which com- 
pose at least nearly half of humauity, 
and among whom @o find the fathors, 
the brothers, the sons and tho compan- 
ions of woman that there are nu honest 
men=—that no man can be trusted to hold 
inviolate bis sacred promise to any 
woman unless he makes that promise 
public—if the publicity ia all that men 
hold sacred, then they look upon womén 
individually ss having no rights which 
they are bound to respect. If this was 
my opinion of men, if even nmong the 
brave band of reformers, I found no exe 
ceptions then I would not choose a com- 
panion, or have a sou, or a brother, or 
a father, if I could help it, among such 
animals! 

I will admit that both men and wom en 
are so born and bred in the habit of 


obeying St. Custom more than con- 
science, that many good people are by: 
tho forco of untoward circumstances, in- 
fluenced to neglect duties which their 
own hearts prompt them to fulfill; but 
there ara both men and women developed 
beyond this mediocrity--individuals of 
integral character unfolded to a high 
standard of moral selfhood. I know, 
and among these, in fact, number Edwin 
aud Lillian, Barely they did vot make 
thie declaration because they could not 
trust each other without it. The true 
light of love guided them, and their pub- 
lic announcement only proved their wile 
lingness for others to regard themin 
this, their true light, 

Edwin O. Walker has not changed his
